ona patent reflactors glve Lo the shop-wilo.
dowa an alluring radiance, beneath which the
purae-stripgs seem Lo open of Lthelr own acenrd,
The Third and the Fiurth Avenue cars aller.
nalely passing and repassing, Reep up an in-
terminable jingle, and are efornally erowded
both in thelr upward aod dowoward trips
Crowds are surging around the Innumerabla
drinking-saloons whish line the length of
those converging aveoues, and sweltering
monssen are pouring into Tony Paslor's Opera
houms, & dirty, greasy, ill-smelling, but ex-
tremely popular resorl. Mothers with bare-
footed cbilldren are hurrying Into eheap sahos
stores, and olerks who ape thelr betters and
sun themselves In the paricsn of a Suopdav,
bang sround 0Ofth-rate gentlemen’s far-
nisbing stores where everylhing lssold at n
bargain and below cost! As you prooead lowar
down, you beoome sensible of & mors oome.
plex entanglement In thls Bowery skeln of
Ife, and wheén & row of tall white plilnrs, seen
Trom afar by ald of the extensive gas ligh's bee
hind them, looms up before you, a sork of pen-
nut megoetlam Informs you that yoa are Lo Lhe
immediate vieinity of the notorious Bawery
Theatre, where Miss Fanny Herriog is thrill
Ilng apit and four tlers with har prolean sascep
tibllities in Past Women of Maudern Times, Toe
front of the theatre Is hnong with melolrama’lo
trapspwencles representing virtae and viee la
different stages of trinmph and diseomflture
and from a wide saloon on the northern alde of
the theatre, roll mingled susplratlons of o
bacco and lager-beer., Thlssaloon Is the AL
lantic Garden, and there the crowd Is thiolkest
from sunsel untll midnight,

Imagine a hall ra large as your Natlonal Hall
In Markel street, though nol by any means &)
lofty, with & duls ascended by half a doren
gteps at the furthest end, and a gallery over the
doors of entrance. Toeso doors are approacned
by & sort of low sguare veslibule, which
answers for & bar and restsurant for thoss who
do pol care Lo take lopger dranghts of enjoy-
mept loslde. Over the vestibule, on a lins with
the gallery jJust mentioned, extends a dining-
rouvm, whbere refreshments ¢an be ordered more
compesite In nature than those attainable fo
the greal saloon, Imeagloe tbls vast hall rudely
frescoed In crimson and gold, planted wilth
immovable benches and tables, paifited red
and bung with chandellers, each showering
Hght from sixteen glass-globed burners. Eaeh
table 48 capable of accommodating slx guests
In the centre of the gouth side of the “‘garden’’
stands the bar, over which I8 ranged the
orchestia, Immediately opposite these, in the
centre of the north slde, 18 a small sguare
aloove, in which a fountalu, some bird-eages,
and unbealthy follage, are grouped together, as
the sypecdoche of the word “gardewn.” Tae
flgure of speech 1s helped by an oceasional
suspension of bird cages Lthroughout the rest of
the ball, although they might as well ba emply
for any sougs that issue from them. Bat per-
haps the caparies, brought ap from 1ofaney ln
an atmosphere of Limbuarger and Welss beer,
grown old before thelr time, bave learat lu sul-
fering what they refuse to teach in vong, and
Sre oallow and callons &t once,

Almost every table is full, and of a Saturday
night there is difficulty ln oblainleg a seat, The |
orchestra leaves little time for the buzz of chafl
and chatter Lo be heard. The tunes, all of them
popular, follow one another qulekly, and when
the orchestra I8 not playing & wheezy old In-
strument, called an orches'rion, Iifts ap s
voloe ln valn, Evidently tuls orchestrion has
tubercled, tor 1L gpits and coughs all throvgh
its acarcely audible performances, o the greal
admiration of the publle, who regard toe
effort much as they would that of a fuvorite
artiste, who conlagiously Insists upon sluging
notwithetanding hid cold, Few people come lo
alone, Menpenter In groups of twos and Lhrees
very few women enter aosttended. AL rare
intervals, s woman alone, not {ll-dressed, but
with a safficlently assured air tht Indloates
ghe knows perfectly well wbat she Is aboul
quietly takes a prominent seat, and sucks hor
claret punch up through & straw. The mass of
the men are laborers, who will spend the mor.
row &t Harlem or Hoboken, and the mass o
the women are laborers' wives, with huaggered
countenances and serawny pables, It s diamal
to see Lhese weary-looking females, their nair
uncombud, thelr persons unpoleanly and uoa
dorned, Lhelr dresses unbooked, draggling
and siatlernly, It 18 dismal to  behold
these bard-festured women gulp down beer,
apd then hold the hallfemptled glasses Lo the
1ips of thelr bow-legged bables, That disslpated
looking two-year old, who 18 looklng at me s0
eerishiy, and pattlpg I8 head in Lime Lo the
musle, has awsllowed one glass of lager already,
and 18 bankerlog after another, Whoeo Lhe
motbers don't have any babies Lhey distribute
thelr attention between pet paroguets and pel
dogs. One wretched-looking dreab, soon afler
belpg seated opened the bosom of her shreddod
bombazine dress, and tuking out a paroguel,
green-and-orimson as nu autnmn leal, fed L oo

prelzels, and bought & spougs cake for I
Inbelled “Sarab.” Another—Iit mast have
been Lhe BAINEG I walched at Ho
boken — fed her terrler on the 1ca-

cream she lefl, and gave him half a gloss of beer
to wash it down with, The orohestra ls prinol
pally remarkable for the amount of drom it
